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Closing a Chapter 
Rochester Library Director Moves On

After three years of devoted service, Olivia Melo, 
the library director at the Plumb Memorial Library in 
Rochester, recently accepted a new position at the Lakev- 
ille Library. Since the start of her tenure in Rochester, Ms. 
Melo organized many key changes to Rochester's library. 

Ms. Melo said that there was a three-year plan in 
place to make necessary improvements including "basic 
housekeeping, and renovations to the air conditioning, 
heating system, windows, lighting, and bathrooms." 



Recently a new front foyer was built that will 
make access to the library much more convenient and safe 
for children and senior citizens. 

"That has already been paid for and should be 
completed by October 1," said Ms. Melo.

The library was granted $50,000 per year for 
renovations over the past two years and should receive 
another $50,000 next year to complete the project.

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Mr. Clarke, a veteran educator and administrator, held a 
number of positions before accepting his leadership post 
at ORR. Beginning his career in 1973 as a Health Educa- 
tion Teacher, Principal Clarke then became the Fall River 
School System's District Health Coordinator, followed 
by a stint as the Director of Dropout Prevention. He then 
moved to the position of Interim Principal at Fall River's 
Durfee High School for two and a half years before finish- 
ing his tenure in the Fall River School System with a ten- 
year term as the principal at Talbot Middle School.

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Principal Conlon has long championed the idea of 
multiculturalism in the classroom. Ms. Conlon spearhead- 
ed an effort to create interdisciplinary units in the school 
where she describes a curriculum that challenges stu- 
dents, "to realize they must be a part of the process." This 
program offers students the chance to make connections 
between different subjects while inviting them to express 
what they have learned using a variety of tools which 
could include making presentations utilizing power 
point programs or creating a performance piece, among 
the many choices. Principal Conlon said, "the students 
were wonderful and the staff was great" as they worked 
together to create these programs. 

Citing her passion for the subject. Principal Con- 
lon urged her students "to understand the importance of 
language, especially in today's world." She hoped that by 
introducing them to the diversity of the world in the class- 
room environment, the students would be better prepared 
for the future they faced. 

As an aside, she told a story about how she and 
Principal Clarke became closer colleagues through an inci- 
dent at Durfee High School. Ms. Conlon was presenting a 
program by the group Inca Sun as part of a multicultural 
presentation in the high school's auditorium. While the 
group was performing, debris starting falling on the stage 
from the ceiling due to construction on the school's roof, 
creating a hazard for the performers and the audience. Mr. 
Clarke, then acting as the school's Interim Principal, was 
notified of the danger and immediately halted the work 
so the show could continue. Ms. Conlon said she "was 
always grateful to Mr Clarke for that." 

Principal Conlon also asked that a thank you be 
given to the community for embracing her during her 
term at ORR Junior High School. She said she is "think- 
ing of pursuing a dream of running a business" after she 
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leaves her post, noting that she "still had plenty of work 
to concentrate on here at school between now and then." 

FORGE-ing Ahead 
Marion Resident Back from Zambia

Marion resident Ben Kneppers just returned from 

the Meheba Refugee Camp in Zambia with a new per- 
spective and a whole new set of goals. An Ambassador to 
FORGE (Facilitating Opportunities for Refugees), this col- 
lege student left in June determined to design a program 
that would help protect African children from the AIDS 
virus. 

The Meheba Refugee Camp, located in south-cen- 
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tral Africa, provides shelter and a cultivation plot for an 
estimated 14,000 refugees who fled their countries dur- 
ing civil wars over the past 30 years. Home to refugees 
from Angola, the Congo, Sudan, and Rwanda, the camp 
is about the size of Belgiima and has no running water or 
electricity. 

Ben's primary involvement in FORGE this sum- 
mer was to develop an AIDS awareness and prevention 
program for young refugees. He estimates that one out of 
every six refugees at the camp is infected with HIV. Ben 
was able to complete his goal by developing a Role Model 
Program using the camp's well-respected Meheba Tigers 
football team. Over the summer, he spent three weeks 
training player/ role models to share information with 
hundreds of youths who participate in the football teams 
at the camp. Before each football game or practice session, 
young players would participate in workshops with their 
mentors. 

Ben also designed an AIDS awareness curriculum 
appropriate for the school system and arranged for the 
role models to take the program into the local schools. 

"There are 200 kids in each school, so that pro- 
gram should reach at least 1,000 kids per year," he said. 
Then he developed a condom distribution program that 
was appropriate for older youths at risk. 

With the Meheba Tigers football team fully 
onboard, Ben arranged for the team to purchase an old 
building which the team then rebuilt into a community

center and market. Ben trained the team coaches on small 
business management and provided them with start-up 
money for the market, explaining that the business from 
the market would support the center which will be used 
to promote AIDS awareness and give kids at the camp 
somewhere safe to hang out. 

Now Ben is seeking funding to purchase a pool 
table, ping-pong table, and other board games so the kids 
will have something fun to do at the center. He would 
also like to get funding for a solar powered television set 
to be used as part of the AIDS awareness program. 

While getting the AIDS project underway, Ben 
identified several other issues at the camp that need atten- 
tion. One such project is the Meheba Education Fund. 

"The kids there beg you to go to school," he said. 
"They know that it is there only way out of poverty." 

Ben is hoping to help raise money for this fund so 
that more youth at the refugee camp can complete high 
school. He estimated that it costs about $365 per year to 
send a child to school. Additionally, Ben will be working 
on an advocacy rights program for refugees who often 
have trouble dealing with the camp bureaucracy. 

Ben described the refugees as very kind people 
who struggle hard on a daily basis to survive. "They 
take a lot of pride in the way they look," Ben said. "The 
men always try to wear button shirts with collars." With 
no running water or electricity, the refugees must pump 
water from wells and cook every meal over charcoal. The

main food source for the refugees is a corn porridge called 
"nshima" which they usually eat for all three meals. Al- 
though goats and chickens can be found around the camp, 
eating them is usually reserved for special occasions like 
weddings or Zambian Independence Day. Most refugees 
attend church every Sunday and services are provided in 
both Swahili and English. 

While Ben was there, other FORGE ambassadors 
worked on projects involving preschools, libraries, a com- 
puter literacy program, and small business management. 

"Africa is really corrupt," he said, "but there are 
all of these incredible people there who are just lacking 
opportunity."

discuss a proposed article for placement on the October 
30 Special Town Meeting warrant. This article would al- 
low the town to adopt Clause 41C under Massachusetts 
General Laws (MGL) Chapter 59, Section 5, which would 
provide real estate tax exemptions for seniors aged 70 and 
older as follows:

"There was a change in the state law and these 
(amounts) are all governed by local option," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock explained. "It's a local option to adopt (the 
statute), but under state law they set the thresholds." 

"I'm fine with this ... 1 think these are pretty 
substantial numbers," Selectman Blanchette said. "This is 
something I would definitely recommend." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to place 
this article on the Special Town Meeting warrant. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Department of 
Public Works (DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora to discuss 
the plan for sewer hookups to the public waste system for 
the Coolmar Limited Partnership property on Point Road. 

"We know Coolmar is asking for nine connec- 
tions," Mr. Zora said. "They were originally approved for 
five. It's our understanding that they've purchased four 
additional connections from the Point Road Sewer Asso- 
ciation. But until we have proof of those (additional) con- 
nections ... from George 'T.J.' Walker, I would recommend 
that we don't grant any more. We don't have a problem 
with five connections." 

According to Mr. Zora, the Board of Water /Sewer 
Commissioners originally approved a total of 41 connec- 
tions for the development. There are presently 14 homes 
connected to the sewer line, leaving 27 open Of that 27, 23 
have already been promised to existing homes in the area. 
Because Coolmar 's initial request for five connections falls 
under that total, Mr. Zora doesn't have a problem grant- 
ing these connections. But the additional four connections 
intended for future use would exceed the 41-connection 
limit. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to grant 
Coolmar Limited Partnership the initial five sewer hook- 
ups but agreed to hold off on the additional four imtil Mr. 
Walker provided proof of their purchase from the Point

The board next unanimously approved the bet- 
terment order for the recently-added sewer projects and 
noted the letter notification will be sent out next week to 
those residents.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 
September 18, 2006 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 18 
at 6:45 pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present 
were Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Dan A. Mc- 
Gaffey, Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Admin- 
istrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

After first approving the minutes of the August 
28 and September 11 meetings, the board met briefly with 
Town Planner Randall Kunz to discuss a proposed change 
in town by-laws with regard to "Common Driveways." 
Mr. Kunz was hoping to get this by-law amendment 
placed on the upcoming Special Town Meeting warrant. 

"(With) the 115-lot subdivision on the Striar prop- 
erty ... now being proposed by Lorusso, (we) see a need 
for a clarification of the Common Driveway (by-law)," Mr. 
Kunz explained. 

"The definition of a common driveway is any 
driveway off a public way," added Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey. "But there aren't any common driveways off (a 
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subdivision's) private roads." 

According to Mr Bailey, this by-law amendment 
would better clarify that definition. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to refer 
this matter to the Planning Board for placement on the 
Special Town Meeting warrant. 

On that note, Mr. Huntoon noted the board previ- 
ously voted to hold the Special Town Meeting on Monday, 
October 16, and he is recommending it be moved to Mon- 
day, October 23 for financial reasons. The board unani- 
mously voted to approve the date change as suggested. 

The board next met with Town Treasurer Naida

'It's frustrating that I always seem to be put into 
a position to defend myself," Ms. Parker said, referring to 
Ms. Coutu's allegation that the paperwork she requested 
from Ms. Parker was not filed before her last day as re- 
quested.

The best way to protect is 
to prevent from mosquito bites. 

The Mattapoisett Board of Health and Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health make the following 
recommendations: 

• If you must be outdoors at dawn or dusk when 
mosquitoes are most active, wear long-sleeved shirts and 
long pants. Use mosquito repellent that contains DEET 
and follow the directions on the label. DEET concentra- 
tions above 10 to 15 percent for children, or with DEET 
concentrations above 30 to 35 percent for adults. 

• Take special care to cover up the arms and legs 
of children playing outdoors near swampy areas. When 
you bring your baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage 
or playpen with mosquito netting. 

• Fix any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

• Mosquitoes can breed in water that collects in 
ditches, clogged gutters, odl tires, wheelbarrows, and 
wading pools. Don't let stagnant water collect around 
your home.

If you missed the September 14 registration for 
the seven-week Mattapoisett Power Squadron Boating 
Course at Old Rochester Regional High School, 134 Mari- 
on Road in Mattapoisett, there is still time to register and 
enroll for the course.

The Squadron Boating Course, a course for all 
boaters (the personal watercraft operator; the hunter or 
fisherman operating an outboard utility boat; the skipper 
of a family cruiser; or the sailing enthusiast), is currently 
being offered Old Rochester Regional High School con- 
tinuing through November 2. 

All boaters are subject to federal and state nauti- 
cal rules and regulations, are subject to the same forces 
of nature while boating, and follow the same courtesies 
of the sea. The Boating Course provides instruction and 
examination for laws and regulations for Massachusetts 
and, if required, can include Rhode Island regulations. 
As boating is a family activity, the squadron encourages 
families to attend as groups.

Mr. Cowan, it seems, was destined for the arts. 
The son of an artist-mother, he was encouraged in his 
creativity from a young age. Mr. Cowan graduated from 
Wayne State University in Detroit with a minor in Art 
and, after pursuing several different vocations, first in the 
railroad industry and later in computer science, he began 
to make his art a vital part his life again in January of 
2000, when he found an available studio space in Stough- 
ton. Mr. Cowan continued with his vocation in comput- 
ers and his avocation in art until February of 2003, when 
industry layoffs permitted him to finally focus completely 
on his art. Exhibition of this art has spanned the state from 
such spots as Ashland's John Stone Inn to Arlington's Re- 
gent Theatre to the Historic Times Building in Brockton. 

Inspired by the blues since he first heard the 
music of Muddy Waters, Otis Spann, Paul Butterfield and 
Mike Bloomfield in the early 70' s, he works exclusively in 
oils for his Blues Series, liberally modifying the composi- 
tions and developing backgrounds to achieve the desired 
mood of each piece, using a decidedly dark palette for 
dramatic effect. As an active member of the Boston Blues 
Society, Mr Cowan says he has tried to do his part to 
"educate and enrich the blues fan base in Massachusetts" 
through his paintings, utilizing high-exposure venues of 
coffeehouses such as Starbucks and Perks to reach a wide 
swath of the public, though his prints may be viewed as 
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far away as the Bojangles Jazz Club in Paris, France. 

G. Bruce West, a longtime resident of Marion, 
has had several artistic pursuits over the years including 
writing, composing and painting. He has published his 
poetry and prose and created a CD of his music. Recently 
he returned to his first love, painting. He states: "These 
pieces represent to me a kind of synthesis of my life as an 
artmaker ... A provocative idea dawned on me one day 
while painting under the stimulus of music. Why not 
paint a musician playing visual notes, but not of actual 
notes — something else like flowers or birds or anything 
as metaphors for the music?" 

The body of work included in the exhibition is the 
result of West's experimentation with new concepts in a 
lyrical, free technique using a variety of media including 
copper and paint. The viewer is invited to interpret each 
piece in his own way, reacting to colors, composition and 
evocative titles.

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Film Fatale

The Black Dahlia. Starring Josh Hartnett and Aaron Eckhart. 
Directed by Brian De Palma. Running time: 121 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Morose yet flamboyant, overstuffed with stylistic flourishes that dazzle 
even as they baffle, Brian De Palma's The Black Dahlia is sure to appear 
on many critics' year-end Usts — ten best and ten worst. De Palma is an 
obsessional craftsman; at his best, he uses his peerless technique to put 
you inside his characters' paranoia and anguish. This time, though, he's 
working with someone else's obsession, and he never really gets inside 
it himself — he just presents it with a gloss. De Palma and scripter Josh 
Friedman miss the tone and flavor of James Ellroy's hard-charging novel 
— its bebop prose, its toxic mix of lust and shame, its genesis in the still- 
unsolved murder of Ellroy's own mother Ellroy's book was felt, painfully, 
from the inside; Dc Palma's movie is filmed from the outside. 

The premise is the same: Los Angeles cops Dwight "Bucky" Bleichert 
(Josh Hartnett) and Lee Blanchard (Aaron Eckhart), former boxing op- 
ponents, get drawn into the case of the Black Dahlia — EUzabeth Short 
(Mia Kirshner), a wannabe actress who fumbled through the nightUfe and 
screen tests of bottom-feeder HoUywood before ending up mutilated and 
cut in half, looking Uke someone's demented science project. In the book, 
narrated by Dwight, the cops' love Uves are warped by the case; it turns 
Lee into amonomaniacal obsessive, swallowing benzedrines and Uttering 
his dining-room table with EUzabeth's autopsy photos. The movie foUows 
that track, too, but nothing is as starkly compelling as the gUmpses of sad- 
eyed EUzabeth, gamely smfling through tears in some director's office. 

The movie starts off top-heavy, devoting more screen time than ex- 
pected to Dwight and Lee's boxing match, staged in order to get the public 
to vote for a budget increase for the police department. EUroy wanted us 
to see the intersection between law and politics, cops maiming each other 
for the city's elite. But the way De Palma shoots it, it's just his homage to 
old boxing pictures. The entire movie, in fact, is his homage to old movies. 
Cosmetically, he's a good match for this material; in classics like Blow 
Out and Casualties of War, De Palma focused on young, untested men 
haunted by women they couldn't save. But here he just seems motivated 
by getting to wallow in a lush period setting (the late forties) for the first 
time since The Untouchables almost twenty years ago. 



Playing in his sandbox of the past, De Palma forgets about his talented 
cast, who struggle to forge some reality inside the movie's stylized scheme. 
The women, trying to mimic the heavy -lidded seductiveness of past screen 
legends, come off worst; Scarlett Johansen, as Lee's platonic companion, 
and Hilary Swank, as a bisexual rich girl Dwight gets involved with, are 
terribly miscast. (Especially since we keep hearing how much Swank's 
character looks like Elizabeth, though she clearly doesn't.) De Palma fills 
the margins with old favorite actors — it's fun to see Gregg Henry and 
WUUam Finley again, though the former is reduced to glowering at the 
camera and then disappearing — and interesting performers like Rose 
McGowan and Fiona Shaw (going waaay over the top as a batty matron) 
keep turning up. But none of it coheres. We don't share the main characters ' 
inner conflicts because the director, usually such a strongly visual artist, 
resorts to telling us about them (if you blink, you miss the reason why Lee 
is so fixated on the DahUa case). 

The Black Dahlia won't do much to dissuade the common rap against 
De Palma as a cold technician who takes projects just for the elaborate set 
pieces they provide him — here it's yet another staircase sequence {The 
Untouchables, Carlito's Way) topped by yet another fall into a fountain 
(5car/ace).DePalmakeepshimself amused — sporadically — but elsewhere 
stages things lazily, ladling an overly rambunctious Mark Isham score over 
everything. The movie is De Palma's essay on film noir technique, and 
some of his hardcore followers may enjoy it on that level, but most of The 
Black Dahlia is neither entertaining nor compelling. James EUroy made 
this material work — by crude, brutal force — because he believed in it. 
Brian De Palma only beUeves in its surface, and that's where the movie 
stays and dies.

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kers Return 



You know you're getting old when the music you grew 
up listening to is now considered "classic rock" and the big, 
exciting news is that an artist is releasing their first new 
album in say, 10 or 20 yearsl 

But there's also something comforting about listen- 
ing to nostalgic sounds from the past, so I eagerly looked 
forward to sampling new releases from two of my all-time 
faves — Detroit rocker Bob Seger and Kiss frontman Paul 
Stanley. The former hasn't released any new music in over 
a decade, and the latter 's only other solo venture was way 
back in 1978 when he and his three bandmates released 
simultaneous solo albums during Kiss' heyday. 

Seger's new CD, Face the Promise, is a refreshing 
return to what 1 always liked about his music: smart, poetic 
lyrics; R&B-tinged arrangements; and solid musicianship 
... all perfectly blended with Seger's throaty vocals which 
even now better befit the 62-year-old artist than they did in 
the '70s and '80s. Like his buddies in The Eagles, Seger was 
always a master at delivering a hybrid cross-mix of pop, rock 
and country with tunes like "Against the Wind," "Still the 
Same" and "Night Moves," and here he delivers equal parts 
of all three, kicking off the session with the driving force 
of "Wreck this Heart" and then effortlessly sliding into the 
smooth groove of "Wait for Me," the album's first single. 

Other standout tracks here include the titular rocker 
"Face the Promise," a great duet with — believe it or not 

— Kid Rock on "Real Mean Bottle," and a melodic collabo- 
ration with country artist Patty Loveless on "The Answer's 
in the Question." Probably my favorite track here, though, is 
"No More," an antiwar song that pays homage to Creedence 
Clearwater Revival and recalls Seger's own great cover of 
their "Fortunate Son." 

All the signature Seger traits are here: strong lead vocals 
complemented with harmonic backing vocals; the lilting 
piano layered over strumming acoustic guitars; and the 
trademark Detroit sound that echoed loud and clear from 
the city's Cobo Hall on Bob's now-legendary Live Bullet 
session. 

It should be noted that another band had already ce- 
mented that same venue's now-legendary rock status just a 
year prior to Seger's Live Bullet with an equally-successful 
concert recording titled AZ/ve.' That band, of course, was Kiss 

— cruising their way to meteoric success on the platformed 
heels of lead singer Paul Stanley. Now that the various in- 
carnations of Kiss remain in limbo (and fellow cohort Gene 
Simmons is busy with his Gene Simmons ' Family Jewels 
reality TV show and other ventures), Paul Stanley has de-

cided to released a much- 
anticipated solo session 
titled Live to Win. 

As any longtime Kiss 
fan can attest. Gene Sim- 
mons has always been about the hype while Paul Stanley 
has always been about the music. That is readily apparent 
from the opening title track "Live to Win," where Stanley's 
distinctive voice and power-chord guitar riffs immediately 
make you sit up and listen. 

The appropriately-titled "Lift" really showcases Stan- 
ley's soaring vocal ability and the next track, "Wake Up 
Screaming," sounds like something Paul might have included 
on his original 1978 eponymous solo debut. Where the CD 
does falter, much to my surprise, is in Stanley's meager at- 
tempts to craft the "next big ballad." Tracks here like "Ev- 
erytime 1 See You Around" and "Loving You Without You 
Now" sound like pale imitations of more recent recordings 
like "Everytime 1 Look At You" and the dreadful "Nothing 
Can Keep Me From You," which was tacked onto the closing 
credits of Detroit Rock City. 

But all is forgiven with gems like "Bulletproof and the 
CD closer, "Where Angels Dare," both of which are among 
the standout tracks here. 

Though Stanley's tell-tale voice screams "Kiss," Kiss 
fans should know the music here is decidedly different. 
Unlike most Kiss compositions, which easily fall under the 
genre of "arena rock," Stanley's work here is more akin to 
"power pop." Not that that's a bad thing, mind you. Kiss 
has always consciously attempted to model themselves after 
The Beatles, and that includes writing catchy, hooky songs 
with undeniable staying power. And Paul Stanley has always 
been not only the voice delivering many of those notes, but 
one-half of the song- writing team behind them, too. 

Of course, none of the Beatles' solo efforts ever matched 
anything in the group's catalogue, and Live to Win is likely 
to be remembered as a fond footnote in Kisstory ... much 
like McCartney's Ram or Lennon's Mind Games.
